In response to the Election of Species Requirement mailed June 1 , 2006, the 
Applicants hereby make the following elections: 

For Claim 29, the Applicants elect with traverse a peptide where an L-amino acid 
has been replaced by a D-amino acid . 

For Claims 30-32, the Applicants elect with traverse BSA (bovine serum albumin). 

All of the claims, except for Claim 32, which is specifically directed to the carrier 
KLH, read on the elected species. 

The Applicants traverse the election of species requirement on the grounds that the 
Office has not established that the peptides covered by Claims 29 and 30-32 are patentably 
distinct. Moreover, in view of the limited number of species, no undue burden would be 
imposed in the examination of all the subject matter covered by these claims.
